Completing  an  intensive  effort  to  get  electricity  turned  on  Before 
Christmas  in  as  many  farm  homos  as  possihle,  REA  annoTinced  that  4 6 projects  in 
20  states  had  been  energised  in  v/hole  or  in  part  since  December  1.  Several 
thousand  rural  homes  were  connected  to  the  newly  energized  lines. 

The  effort  was  initiated  in  response  to  urgent  requests  from  project 
officials  and  niral  people  to  help  reeilize  the  first  electrical  Christmas  with 


brightly  lighted  farm  homes,  electrical  gifts  and  ilUaminated  Christinas  trees. 

These  projects,  when  completed,  will  include  nearly  3,000  miles  of 
rural  electric  distribution  line,  serving  more  tha.n  20,000  rural  families.  Lines 
energized  in  anticipation  of  Christinas  range  in  length  from  a f C’w  miles  to  as 
many  as  300  ndles.  Some  of  the  projects  arc  throwing  the  switch  for  the  first 
time;  others  arc  tnirning  current  into  the  second  and  even  the  third  section  of 
their  systems.  Many  other  projects  report  completing  short  extensions  and 
connecting  additional  customers  for  the  holidays.
